He cou ld h av e h eard it with 
th e naked car h ad h e been almost as deaf 
as a p ost, so boisterou s were th e litigants 
and some of th eir legal aid.

A few weeks ago a y ou ng English 
peer of high rank was cau ght cheating 
in a horse race and was ex pelled from 
the race tracks 
controlled by the 
Jockey Clu b. 
He had entered a horse 
in a race, and in ord er, d ishonestly , to 
make money , had d irected his jockey 
not to let his horse win. 
This d isgracefu l incid ent, happening 
to a man who, by right of birth, has 
the power to aid in making of English 
laws, has called general attention to 
the d efects of the u pper branch of 
Parliament—the Hou se of Lord s. 
It is not. ind eed , the only incid ent 
which has taken place in recent y ears 
inv olv ing a peer in personal d isgrace. 
At the present time a peer is hid ing on 
the continent, so as to bo ont of the 
reach of law. 
Instances of peers being 
mad e bankru pts hav e not been rare in 
recent y ears, and cases of hopeless 
moral d eprav ity , on the part of noble­ 
men, hav e again been mad e pu blic. 
In a bod y comprising between fiv e 
and six hu nd red men, howev er, most of 
whom hav e baen reared in, and are pe­ 
cu liarly su bject to, the temptations of 
great wealth and lu x u ry , it is perhaps 
not su rprising that some shou ld go 
wrong, that there shou ld be ex trav ­ 
agance, d issolu teness, and d ishonesty 
on the part of weak peers. 
Bu t the Hou se of Lord s also con­ 
tains a large nu mber of able, u sefu l 
an.l u pright men. 
Its bench of twenty - 
six bishops presents many ex amples of 
intellectu al talent and personal liv es. 
The Hou se not long ago was fou nd to 
v on tain twenty -one peers who had 
serv e!

In political eloqu ence, the hered itary 
chamber need not fear comparison with 
the popu larly elected Lower Hou se. 
The Du ke of Argy ll, the Marqu is of 
Salisbu ry , the Earls 
of Koseberry , 
Granv ille and Carnarv on are d ebaters 
who are not ex celled by more than two 
or three of the greatest speakers in the 
Commons. 
Many of the peers, moreov er, hav e 
serv ed in the Commons, and hav e 
either su cceed ed to titles empowering 
them to sit in the Lord s, or hav e been 
created peers on accou nt of ability or 
party serv ices. 
Manu factu rers, bank 
era, brewers, and other bu siness men 
hav e been raised to seats in the .Upper 
Hou se; thou gh as y et science and med ­ 
icine are u nrepresented in it, and the 
only literary man w ho has been mad e a 
peer solely by reason of his literary 
achiev ements is Lord Tenny son. 
It is clearly seen in England , how­ 
ev er, that the Hou se of Lor Is is not 
thorou ghly well fitted to be a powerfu l 
and practical legislativ e bod y in these 
d ay s. 
The id ea of a man becoming a 
legislator for life, merely by right of 
birth, is seen to be absu rd at a period 
when the masses of people hav e come 
ru le the empire. 
Ev en Lord Salisbu ry , a high Tory and 
v ery tenaciou s of the priv ileges of his 
ord er,, is in fav or of making some 
changes in its composition. 
“We be­ 
long too mu ch to one class,” he say s, 
“and the resu lt is that, with respect to 
a large nu mber of qu estions, we are all 
too mu ch of one mind . ” 
Tho reform of the Hou se of Lord s, 
ind eed , is one of the qu estions in the 
near fu tu re in English politics, thou gh 
it is not ono of the qu estions that will 
probably soon be settled . 
Clearly as 
the necessity of reform is perceiv ed 
there is an immense amou nt of con­ 
serv ativ e inertia to be ov ercome before 
the mov ement can be su ccessfu l. 
Among the su ggestions that will be 
consid ered are the creation of more life 
peers, in ord er that more general abil­ 
ity may be secu red , and all field s of 
knowled ge and action may bo repre­ 
sented . 
Again it will be proposed that 
tho peers as a whole shall choose a por­ 
tion of their members to perform the 
legislativ e clu tios of their Hou se as tho 
Scottish and Irish peers now elect a few 
of their nu mber to represent them in 
the Hou se. 
The new' Hou se of Lord s, if it shou ld 
be reformed in either of these w’ay s, 
wou ld be more in accord ance with the 
spirit of the age than the old , and far 
better fitted to perform its task in the 
sy stem of the English gov ernment.

The rationally of consid ering only 
tho o phenomena of which the origin 
and laws are d iscov erable, of eliminat­ 
ing tho element of confu sion intro­ 
d u ced into ev ery d iscu ssion by taking, 
with Word sworth, “blank misgiv ings’* 
for “tho fou ntaio-liu ht of all ou r d ay ,” 
accord s with his notion of wisd om far 
mo ro clo sely . Card inal Now man’s re­ 
mark, which we find so happy , to the 
effoet that a’ter y ou hav e once d efined 
y ou r terms, and cleared y ou r grou nd , 
argu ment is either need less or u seless, 
seems to him cu riou sly amiss. 
Then, 
he thinks, is tho v ery time for argu ­ 
ment, when tho terms hav e been (le­ 
ft nod and the gtou nd cleared , so that 
cand or and clairv oy ance may withou t 
obstru ction bo brou ght to btar u pon 
tit ose natu ral or social

Foretelling the Weather. 
The atmosphere has weight, ju st as 
water or any other flu id , althou gh it 
seems to be perfectly bod iless. 
We 
mu st comprehend that the transparent, 
inv isible air is pressing inward toward 
the center of the earth. 
This pressu re 
v aries accord ing to the state of the 
weather, and all changes are ind icated 
by an instru ment called the barometer. 
Generally speaking, the falling of the 
mercu ry in the tu be of the barometer 
ind icates rain, and its rise ind icates 
clear weather. 
Sometimes the rise is 
followed by cold wind s, frost, and ice. 
What these changes really ind icate, 
howev er, can be d etermined only by 
comparing the barometric changes, alt 
certain hou rs, in a nu mber of places 
v ery far apart. 
This is d one by the 
Signal 
Serv ice. 
Observ ations are 
mad e at abou t one hu nd red and forty 
stations, in d ifferent portions of the 
cou ntry , at giv en hou rs, and the resu lts 
are telegraphed at once to Washington, 
where the faithfu l “weather clerk” re­ 
ceiv es them, reasoning ou t from them 
the “probabilities” which he pu blishes 
three times in ev ery twenty -fou r hou rs. 
Bu t the atmosphere v aries not only 
in weight, bu t also in temperatu re. 
The 
thermometer tolls u s of su ch 
changes. 
Besid es this, the air contains 
a great amou nt of moistu re, and it 
shows as mu ch v ariation in this charac­ 
teristic as in the others. 
For the pu r­ 
pose of making known the changes in 
the moistu re of the atmosphere, an in­ 
stru ment has been inv ented called a 
“wet-bu lb” thermometer. 
We are thu s enabled to ascertain the 
weight or pressu re, the temperatu re, 
and the wetness of the air, and now it 
only remains for u s to measu re the 
force, and point ou t the d irection .of 
the wind . 
This is d one by the familiar 
weather-v ane and 
the anemometer. 
The v ane shows the d irection, and the 
anemometer is an instru ment which 
ind icates the v elocity of the wind . 
It is by a right u nd erstand ing of all 
these instru ments that the » Signal Serv ­ 
ice officer is enabled to tell what the 
weather say s of itself, for they are the 
pens with which the weather writes ou t 
the 
facts from 
makes u p 
his 
benefit 
of 
all 
howev er 
wild ly 
storm may seem 
messengers telling 


which 
the officer 
reports 
for

concerned . 
Thu s, 
and blind ly 
the 
to come, it send s 
u s ju st where it 
arose, what cou rse it will take, and how 
far it will ex tend . 
Bu t it tells its se­ 
crets to those only who pay strict at­ 
tention. 
Gla ss Ey es. 
One-ey ed people who can afford it 
hav e two glass ey es, one for d ay the 
other for ev ening ey e. 
The reason for 
this is that the pu pil of the ey e is 
smaller in the d ay time than at night, 
and henco the two glass ey es are of d if­ 
ferent sizes, so as to correspond with 
the natu ral ey e. 
The price of glass 
ey es is becoming cheaper on accou nt of 
competition, and at the same time the 
qu ality is better. 
A common glass ey e 
may be had for $10, bu t they are not 
good d eceptions and d o not last long. 
A first-class ey e costs $50, or ev en more. 
The best will not last ov er two y ears, 
becau se the secretions in the hollow of 
lie ey e rou ghen the glass by chemical 
action, and this rou ghness irritates the 
d esk. 
A glass ey e, like false teeth, is 
u aken ou t at night, for it wou ld not be 
safe to go to sleep with it in the cav ity . 
It might d rop ou t and the slightest fall 
wou ld break it. 
If a person cou ld bu y 
glass ey es at wholesale, by the gross he 
cou ld get them for abou t $2 apiece. 
Bu t he wou ld hav e to look ov er a great 
many before find ing one to fit and to 
match his other ey e iu size, color, and ex - 
ex pression. 
Glass ey es are all mad e 
abroad , principally in Germany and 
ru nco. no factory hav ing been started 
here, althou gh there is a great d emand 
foi them in this cou ntry . A glass ey e is 
not mad e after the shape of a natu ral 
ev e, becau se when tho latter is taken 
from tho cav ity the tissu * ju st back of 
it pu shes forward u nd leav es bu t little 
space. 
The false ey e is therefore ellip­ 
tical in shape. 
The ou ter sid e pre­ 
serv es the natu ral form, bu t tho inner 
sid e is nearly fiat, with rou nd ed ed ges. 
It is slightly larger than the natu ral 
so that when 
inserted in the ca v ity 
it may not slip ou t 
At first it irritu tes 
the ey elid s and the tissu e ba ck of the 
cav ity , bu t the wearer grows accu s­ 
tomed to it, and find s it a rest and a 
protection. 
A skillfu l ocu list can pu t 
a glass ey e into the cav ity so that v ery 
closo observ ation is necessa ry to d etect 
it. 
Not only are the size and o d or of j 
tho natu ral ey e co unterfeited, bu t ev en 
the general ex pr ssion. 
The ocu list 
1ms y et to d iscov er means of giv im? 
tha* sy mpathetic mov ement which d is­ 
tingu ishes a pair of ey es.—S U Lo u is 
Glo b e-Demo cra t.

Wha t is the na tura l “ fo rm** o r fema le 
wa ist ? Phy sicia ns kno w tha t the chest 
o f the fema le is la rg er, rela tiv ely , a t 
birth tha n tha t o f the ma le, fo r which 
Fa ct there is a g o o d rea so n, ba sed o n 
tex . 
The fo rm o f the chest is tha t o f a 
trunca ted co ne, with tho la rg er ca pa c­ 
ity a t the ba se. 
This na tura l fo rma ­ 
tio n, so mewhere between the a g es o f 
;welv e a nd twenty y ea rs, in fa shio na ble 
life, is cha ng ed, a nd the sma ller pa rt 
o f the trunca tio n being do wnwa rd. 
There is a manifest d ifference in the 
forms of the twin brother and sister 
which is u nnhtu ral, the sister’s chest 
boing d eformed . 
I well know that the 
set of “lacing” is d enied , and I know 
is well that there is no effect withou t 
ft cau se. 
The appropriate means are 
early u sed , when tho bones are not real 
bones, bu t cartilaginou s, easily y ield ­ 
ing to slight pressu re, ev en that of a 
fight apron string or the tightness of 
in u nd er garment 
It is a grad u al 
work, at first v ery slight, the corseta 
finishing the d eformity . 
The fashion- 
ibles, those who hav e giv en more 
thou ght to d ress than sensible informa­ 
tion, know bu t little of the u nfav orable 
effects of su ch d eformity —su ch com­ 
pression of the chest and lu ngs. 
Su e» , 
d o not appreciate the real 
v&e of th 
lu ngs or their wond erfu l stru ctu re.: By 
estimate there are six hu nd red mil— 
ions of-air cells, to which the air is 
sent in breathing, there to pu rify the 
blood , these cells being cov ered by 
arteries, v eins, and their connecting 
capillaries. 
The ox y gen of the air is 
attracted throu gh the walls of these 
cells, u niting with the carbonaceou s 
waste of the sy stem in the blood , by 
actu al combu stion, prod u cing the heat 
of the bod y . 
The ashes, so to speak, 
and the carbonic acid gas are also at­ 
tracted throu gh the same, retu rning to 
the cells, thrown off in the ex pired 
breath, thu s d oing more for the reno* 
v etion of the sy stem, the pu rification 
of the blood , than all of the sarsapa­ 
rilla and “blood pu rifiers” 
in 
the 
market. 
While there is no u seless 
space in the hu man bod y , “fearfu lly 
and wond erfu lly mad e,” what a sin to 
d eform it in this way ! Ju st to tho ex ­ 
tent that the lu ngs are compressed , 
bringing the walls of these minu te 
3ells together, often ad hering, will 
they becomo u seless, to the same ex ­ 
tent red u cing their nu mber, with a cor­ 
respond ing failu re to pu rify the Mood 
sffectiv ely . 
The greater part of the 
pressu re is ov er the lower portion of 
the lu ngs, crowd ing u pon the stomach 
ind liv er, materially impairing d iges­ 
tion, to that ex tent prev enting th6 
formation of fresh,new, and good blood .

The Po p u la r 
S cien ce Mo n th ly 
giv es 
nu merou s instances of great d iscov erers 
hav ing obtained ju v enile d istinction: 
Galileo showed remarkable aptitu d e 
from earliest child hood . 
His fav orite 
pastime was the constru ction of toy 
machines. 
A passion for mu sic d id not 
sed u ce him from his su preme d ev otion 
to mathematics, and by nineteen he was 
making important d iscov eries. 
Ty cho 
Brahe illu strates tho same early bent 
in a slightly d ifferent way . 
His d ev o­ 
tion to astronomy had to contend , not 
with his own, bu t with other’s inclina­ 
tions. 
Bent to read law at six teen, he 
managed , after the d ay s stu d ies, to 
pu rsu e his astronomical observ ations, 
passing whole nights in his fav orite 
occu pation. 
Newton, like Galileo, oc­ 
cu pied his play hou rs at school with con­ 
stru cting mod el 
machines, a water 
clock, wind mill, etc. 
By the ago of 
twenty -three or twenty -fou r he had 
conceiv ed rou ghly his chief epoch-mak­ 
ing d iscov eries. 
Another English in­ 
v estigator, Thomas You ng, was a strik­ 
ing ex ample of precocity . He read with 
flu ency at two. 
He showed ex traor­ 
d inary av id ity of mind in v ery d iffer­ 
ent d irections, now bu sy mastering the 
d ifficu lties of oriental langu ages, now 
set on constru cting a microscope for 
himself. 
His mind , \mbu rd eu ed with 
| its weight of learning, was hu mbly 
l tracking ou t new tru ths in optics by 
i the age of twenty -nine. 
Among natu r- 
1 alists, too, ex amples of w'ell-marked , if 
less astonishing precocity are to be met 
with. Linmcu s as a boy showed so d e­ 
cid ed a bent to botany that, throu gh 
tho ad v ocacy of a phy sician who had 
remarked the early trait, he was sav ed 
from tho shoemaker’s shop, for which 
his father had d estined him, and se­ 
cu red for science. At the ago of twenty - 
three he was lectu ring on botany , and 
su perintend ing a botanical gard en, and 
at twenty -eight ho began to pu blish his 
new id eas of classification. 
Cu v ier’s 
history is similar. 
A poor lad . ho d is­ 
play ed an irresistible impu lse to scien­ 
tific observ ation, and by twenty -nine 
pu blished a work iu which the central 
id eas of his sy stem are set forth. Hu m­ 
bold t, again, showed his special scien­ 
tific bent as a child . 
From his lov e of 
collecting and labeling plants, shells, 
and insects, he was known as “the little 
apothecary ,” and at twenty he pu blished 
a work giv ing the resu lts of a scientific 
jou rney u p the Rhine.

the same telescope in the same masters 
hand was not sufficiently powerful to 
resolve even the nebula* in Orion.

A proneness to 
interrupt others is still more offensive 
than excessive volubility. 
Scarcely 
any brillianoe in 
conversation 
can 
atone for this. 
Fluency in conversa­ 
tion must not be assumed as a test of 
talent. 
Men of genius and wisdom 
have been often found defioient in ita 
graces. 
The silence of the poet 
Chaucer was 
held more desirable 
than 
his 
speech. 
The converaetion 
of Goldsmith did not evince the grace 
and tenderness that characterize his 
compositions. * Dante* was taciturn, 
and all the brillianoe of Taseo was in 
his pen. 
Descartes seemed formed for 
solitnde, and the spirited Dryden ac­ 
knowledged that his “conversation was 
slow and dull, and his humor re­ 
served.” 
Hogarth and Swift were ab­ 
sent-minded, and the studious Thomas 
Baker said that he was “fit for no com­ 
munion 
save the dead.” 
Our own 
Washington, Hamilton, and Franklin 
were deficient in that fluency which 
often fascinates a promiscuous circle. 
As Pythagoras imposed on those who 
wonld be initiated into his philosophy 
a long term of silence, so they who 
would acquire the art of conversation 
should first learn to listen. 
T ° do tllis 
with au appearance of unwearied at­ 
tention, and as far as possible with an 
expression of interested feeling on the 
countenance, is aspeoiesof amiable po­ 
liteness to which all are susceptible. 
Another mode of imparting pleasure 
in conversation is to lead others to 
such subjects as are most congenial to 
tlieir taste, or on which they possess 
the most extensive information. From 
this will arise a double benefit. 
They 
will be satisfied, and you will reap the 
irnits of their knowledge. 
That you 
may observe this rule with regularity, 
do not permit yourself to estimate too 
lightly the atta nmenta of those whom 
education has less favored. 
I t was among the amiable traits in 
the character of Sir \Yalter Scott never 
voluntarily to allude to those splendid 
productions of liis genius which were 
winning the wonder and applause of 
every clime. 
This is, indeed, true po­ 
liteness-putting out of view our own 
claims to all distinction, and br nging 
forward 
the 
excellences of others. 
Perhaps the great secret of pleasing in 
conversation is to make others pleased 
with 
themselves. 
“I never allude 
to my own works,” said Corneille, 
“but amnse my companions about such 
matters as they like to hear. 
My tal­ 
ent consists not in making them feel 
that I have any, but in showing them 
they have.” 
How much more amiable 
is such a course than that perpetual 
effort to daz/le which incumbers soci­ 
ety with levity, weariness, and disap­ 
pointed vanity. 
It has been gravely asserted that 
0>ur 
sex have a tendency to remark 
with severity upon the foibles of char­ 
acter. 
Is it so? 
L et ns canvass the 
point. 
We may have temptations to 
this vice peculiar to ourselves. 
We 
have more leisure for conversation than 
men. 
Our range of subjects is more 
limited. 
The multifarious pursuits of 
business snd politics, or the labors of 
sc entitle and professional studies, en­ 
gross their thoughts, and necessarily 
lead them to more elevated and ex­ 
pansive channels. 
Women, acting in a 
narrower sphere, examine more closely 
whatever falls under their observation. 
W he*« employments weary or amuse­ 
ments fail, character is a favor te field 
on whit h to expatiate. By nature, they 
- ' -rith a facility for reading 
its idioms. 
There are many sources of 
Edu­ 
cation has pro' ided a shield against 
this danger. 
The wide circle of sci­ 
ences, the whole range of literature, 
the boundless world of books, open 
for you sources of conversation as in­ 
numerable as they are sublime. 
Sub­ 
jects to which your 
mothers were 
strangers are as familiar to your lips 
as household words. 
You U ve no 
need to dissect character. 
But when 
character is necessarily the subject of 
discussion, show yourselves the gentle 
excusers of error, and the advocates of 
all who need defense.—Af. P. Northrop*

Ex-Senator McDonald Puts the 
Rather 
Despera tely—Proposal to R. .ire 
Fre­ 
m ont-C hea p Postage for Seeds, etc.— 
Utah Knocking for Admission. 


W a sh in g to n C ity, March 17.— Ex-Senator 
McDonald, of Indiana, attorney for the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, made an argument Friday be­ 
fore the house committee on Pacific railroads 
in support of that company's proposition to 
refund its indebtedness to the gov ernment, 
which is similar to that of the Southern Pa­ 
cific. He argued that the only security the 
gov ernment had for its loan of $50,000,000 to 
the company was a second mortgage on 737 
miles of road in the system of the Central 
Pacific and 123 miles outside of it; that the 
principal and accrued interesé aggregated 
probably $70,000,000; that the road cost only 
$37,000,000 originally, and could proliably be 
duplicated now for half that amount. He 
said there was no cov enant in the charter 
making a personal liability, and that the gov ­ 
ernment could not compel the stockholders to 
make up the deficit. In any ev ent the gov ­ 
ernment could not proceed to make a collec­ 
tion until 1399, when the principal becomes 
due.

day u ntil recess. Alter recess a night session 
was held.

A Strange Breed of Cattle. 
A strange breed of wild cattle is 
found in the high hills skirting the 
Umpqua Valley, 
Oregon. 
In the 
mountains, near Riddles and Rosebud, 
they are probably most plentiful, but 
they do not v enture down in the v alley 
much. 
They stay on the hills, and get 
water from the liv ing springs which 
rise there. 
For the most part they are 
concealed in the dense growth of oak 
and fir in these mountains. 
There is 
heav y underbrush, too, so that it is a 
hard matter to get them. 
They go in 
bands of six or eight usnally, but at 
night a herd of forty or fifty get to­ 
gether and lie down in the same yard- 
that is, they sleep in the same" spot, 
which is usually a secluded place 
among the trees. A band of wild cat­ 
tle hav e been known to get together on 
a cleared place like this ev ery night for 
a couple of years. “ When feeding there 
are always a few bulls to act as senti> 
nels. 
While the cattle graze in bands 
of half a dozen or so, they are, nev er­ 
theless, close to other bands, so that 
at an alarm from any one of the bulls, 
which leisurely feed on higher ground, 
they all run away together. The cat­ 
tle are of all colors, and wilder than 
deer. 
It is a hard matter to get a shot 
at them, for the reason that their scent 
is so keen. They can smell a man a 
long distance off. 
They got wild in 
1858, when the old man Riddles and 
two or three others of the first settlers 
came to the v alley. 
Their cow wan­ 
dered off and could not be found. After 
two or three years, all the pioneers had 
to do when they wanted beef was to rig 
out two or three pack animals and go 
up into the mountains. The cattle had 
to be killed on sight, the same as deer 
and bear, for they could no more be 
driv en down than deer could. 
Once 
killed, they were quartered, packed on 
the horses, and carried down. They 
hav e been hunted a good deal of late 
years, so that there are not so many as 
there used to be. 
A peculiarity about 
these cattle is that their eyes and horns 
are jet black. 
The retina, iris, and the 
le of the eye are one mass of 
ou can’t distinguish any dif­ 
ference in any part of it. The horns, 
too, while being black as ink, are long 
and sharp.

the bo gs are artificially flo o ded. 
This 
water is drawn o ff abo u t the middle o f 
May , and the bu shes co me to view as 
fresh and green as a Ju ne clo ver field. 
There were picked last y ear in the New 
Jersey marshes nearly 200,000 bu shels o f 
cranberries, which were so ld nt an av­ 
erage price o f $ 2 a bu shel. 
The y ield 
this y ear will no t be mo re than two * 
thirds o f last y ear’s, bu t it is expected 
that the price will he high eno u gh to in­ 
su re as large a retu rn to the gro wers as 
they had fro m the cro p o f 1880. 
The inventive geniu s no t o nly o f Jer­ 
sey . bu t o f the who le co u ntry , has taxed 
itself annu ally in vain fo r ever so many 
y ears to pro vide an au to matic berry 
picker. 
The liarvesting o f the cranberry 
cro p o f New Jersey , and o f all o ther 
places where the berry is gro wn, is vir­ 
tu ally in the hands o f the peo ple the 
gro wer is fo rced to emplo y as pickers. 
They bu lly and harass and bo y co tt and 
strike u nder the slightest pro vo catio n o f 
their emplo y ers. 
The cranberry gro wer 
has to walk hu mbly and circu mspectly 
abo u t his bo gs o r be disciplined ro u ndly 
by the gatherers o f his cro p. The o wners 
o f cranberry marshes in New Jersey dis­ 
tribu te o ver $ 5,000 a day fo r two o r three 
w eeks du ring the picking seaso n alo ne to 
the peo ple, many o f who m wo u ld I*» 
o therwise seeking aid fro m the to wn be­ 
fo re spring, bu t fo r so me reaso n the pick­ 
ers regard the gro wers as their natu ral. 
enemies, and act to ward them acco rd­ 
ingly .—New Yo rk Mail and Express.

There are between 5,000 and 6,000 
acres o f New Jersey marsh u nder eran- 
berry cu ltivaiio n to day , which inlxmt 
ene-qu arto r o f the cranberry gro wing 
area o f the United States, 2.!:e-;a:hu - 
setts and Wiseo nrin being the o ther 
principal gro wers o f the fru it. 
A cran­ 
berry marsh o f the present day is as 
handso me a plat o f green tilings gro w­ 
ing as the ey e co u ld rest u po n, bu t the 
rearing o f the bu shes o n a new lx;g to 
the age o f fru it hearing is attended with 
no end o f care and to il, to say no th­ 
ing o f the expense. Since the cu ltivatio n 
o f cranberries assu med the pro po rtio ns 
o f a large ami impo rtant agricu ltu ral pu r­ 
su it in New Jersey , three enemies, no t 
o ne o f which assailed the bu sh in its wild 
state, have arisen u p against it—a grass, 
a bu lru sh and an insect. 
After a new 
marsh o r swamp has been cleared, ditch­ 
ed and sanded, it is planted by takings 
o r slips fro m o ld hu shes and inserting 
o ne end o f them in the lay er o f sand o n 
the peat so il, which is pu shed clo sely 
abo u t the slips. 
Cranberry slii>s so o n 
take ro o t in the genero u s peat, and l>egin 
to gro w almo st immediately . 
They 
spread rapidly o ver the marsh, hu t be­ 
fo re they have reached o u t their branches 
many day s the planter finds them tmr- 
ro u nded and cho ked by the sharp edged, 
stiff leaved, three squ are grass, and its 
inevitable co adju to r, the hardy and j>er- 
sisteat bu lru sh. 
The grass ami tho ru shes mu st he re- 
mo ved ro o t and branch, fo r which pu r­ 
po se cu rio u s go u ges and pecu liar ho es 
and o ther implements have lx*en devised. 
These pestifero u s weeds have to l>o co n­ 
stantly watched, and u pro o ted every 
week o r so fo r t wo seaso ns, so tho ro u ghly 
impregnated do c^ the so il seem to be 
with their germs and so rapidly do they 
develo p. 
At the end o f the seco nd y ear 
the cranberry bu shes have o btained su ch 
strength and headway that they co ver the 
gro u nd all o ver the bo g like an immense 
velvety mat o f emerald and have cho ked 
the enterprising grass and ru shes o u t o f 
existence. 
It is estimated that to fo ster 
b cranberry bo g to this state o f its exist­ 
ence co sts the o wner $ 100 an acre. 
If u 
man sho u ld want to bu y a 2-y ear-o ld bo g, 
thrifty and in jierfect co nditio n, he wo u ld 
be lu cky if he co u ld o btain it fo r l*‘ss than 
|600 an acre. 
Cranberry bu shes blo sso m at the be­ 
ginning o f the third seaso n, and fro m 
tliat time o n the gro wer may expect a 
visit 
fro m the 
webwo rm, the 
mo st 
dreaded enemy o f the bo g. 
A singu lar 
characteristic o f this insect is that it never 
gives warning o f its co ming o n a marsh. 
The cranlierry gro wer may go to bed at 
night witho u t haring been able to dis­ 
co ver a sign o f a webwo rm o n his bu shes, 
and get u p next mo rning to see the marsh 
lo o k as if it were co vered with miniatu re 
banks o f fo g, and the to ps o f the bu shes 
drawn to gether so tightly that a twine 
tied aro u nd them co u ld hardly make 
them any clo ser. 
The light hanks o f fo g 
are the webs o f the wo rm, which have 
been co nstru cted du ring the night, and 
are what pu lls the to pe o f the vinee to­ 
gether.
